Many colleges require that appli¬ 
cants take one or more of these tests 
because the results give one indication 
of the students’^ ability to do college 
work. From now until next Septem¬ 
ber, the tests will be administered four 
times, on January 13, March 3, May 
19, and August 8. 

To find out if and when you must 
take the tests, consult the college of 
your choice.

Tree Traced to Germany 

One of the most cherished Christmas customs is 
the art of decorating the pine tree. How did this 
symbol of joy become associated with the Christmas 
holidays ? 

The Medieval German Paradise Day holds the 
answer to this query. The creation of man, the sin 
of Adam and Eve, and the promised coming of a 
Savior form the theme of this play, which was a 
favorite of the season of Advent. The Garden of 
Paradise was usually represented by the “tree of 
good and evil”—a fir tree decorated with apples. 

When this play was held indoors the only symbol 
of the garden was the fir tree. In the fifteenth 
century, it became customary to add more ornaments 
signifying not only the sins, but also the saving fruit 
of mankind, the Lord. 

From generation to generation, the tree received 
more adornment until it finally was trimmed with 
lights signifying Christ as the Light of the World. 

We can thank (German emigrants who brought 
ancestral customs including that of the Christmas 
tree. 

We could hardly visualize Christmas today with¬ 
out a tree. In fact, President Harrison in 1891 
referred to an “old fashioned Christmas tree”. Thus 
the Christmas tree, although vague in its early 
German beginnings, has spread throughout the 
world. We in the United States, because of our 
many public Christmas displays, consider it an 
American custom. It is more than that. The Christ¬ 
mas tree is a universal symbol — private to the 
individual, but public to the world.
